TROTSKY PREDICTS 
REVOLUTION IN U. S. 


He Expects Rockefeller to Tell 
Hague How to Run It 


TUCSON, Ariz. , Dec. 12 UP) 
Leon Trotsky, exiled Russian revo- 
lutionary, interviewed in ills guard- 
ed villa near Mexico City by Wil- 
liam R, Mathews, publisher of The 
Arizona Daily Star of Tucson, said 
the New Deal program “ represents 
the culmination of the final contra- 
dictions in the decay and fall of 
capitalism/’ 

“Capitalism has reached its zenith 
in America and has exhausted it- 
self/’ he declared, “Xt is now living 
on its savings, consuming its own 
fat. Look at your unemployed. No 
form of society can continue long 
that permits such conditions to ex- 
ist, You are doing nothing to in- 
crease wealth/* 

He described Mayor Frank Hague 
of Jersey City as a more powerful 
figure than President Roosevelt and 
as the symbol of American political 
reaction. The Rockefellers, he said, 
symbolize this nation’s ruling class, 

* 'You will have a revolution, a ter- 
rible revolution/’ he predicted, 
“What course it takes will depend 
much on what Mr, Rockefeller tells 
Mr, Hague to do* Mr* Rockefeller 
is a symbol of the American ruling 
class and Mr, Hague is a symbol of 
its political tools. ** 
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
